It  would  cTjpear  that  the  population  I'oachod  a maximum  in  1941 
and  has  been  declining  ever  since. 
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Tho  numoor  of  inhabited  houses  in  th.o  district  v/as  902  giving 
an  average  numo^r  of  0.6  persons  per  house. 
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It  will  be  observed  that  tho  birthrate  for  tho  year  under 
review  was  considerably  lovirer  than  tho  average  for  the  v/hole  of 
jingland  and  V/alos.

V’/cre  available  at  Cr.rdiff ,ILjv/port, Carmarthen, Swansea, Aberystw'j'th 
and  Brccon.All  water  samples  were  sent  to  tho  Public  Analyst  for 
the  County  at  Carmarthen  whilst  any  investigation  required  in 
the  control  of  infectious  disease  w^re  porforraod  b^r  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory’'  at  Cardiff, All  the  milk  sampling  was  done  by 
the  National  Milk  Testing  and  Advisory  Scheme  laboratory  at 
Brecon. 


Ambulance  Facilities.  There  was  no  change  in  tho  arrangements 

existing  for  the  conveyance  of  sick 
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persons  in  tho  district.  Persons  suffering  from  infectious 
disease  are  convoyed  to  hospital  in  privsto  cars,v/hich  system 
is  for  frora  satisf actoryoThe  St.John's  Ambulance  Association 
moot  the  nood  of  the  other  patients  rc-ouiring  removal  to 
hospital. 

arrangomonts  mado  by  tho  local  district 
nursing  association  render  the  services  of  a 
trained  nurso  o.vailable  for  any  fsjnily  i.n  tho  district  on 
pa^Ti.ont  of  a small  contribution. Such  provision  deserves  every 
e n c c ur  ag  om  o n t aiid  s up  p o i- 1 .

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 

Clinics j administorod  by  the  County  Council, are  hold  regularly  at 
Hay  and  Talgarth, Ante-natal  clinics  and  facilities  for  tho 
troctmoiit  of  minor  ailments, dental, orthopaedic  and  eye  defects 
ar  o 0.1  s o a V a i 1 ab  1 o , 

In  addition  clinics  are  held  by 
me  at  tho  Cou.ncil  Off  ices.  Hay,  on  tho  morning  of  tho  second 
Thursday  in  each  month  and  at  the  Town  Hall', Talgarth,  on  the 
afternoon  of  the  fourth  Tuesdayy  in  each  month, for'  tho  purpose 
of  i';.  muni  sing  children  ago.inst  diphtheria. 

Hospitals , The  hospital  ne..>ds  of  the  residents  of  tho  district, 
for  all  diseases  apart  from  infectious  disease, arc 
provided  by  tho  Brecon  War  Memorial  Hospital, A certain  number  of 
cases  are  also  admitted  into  Horoferd  Hospital, 

Tho  arrangomont  for  the  treatment  of  infectious 
disease  remain  the  same  as  in  previous  years, Such  patients  are 
removed, when  necessary, into  the  isolation  hospital  at  Hay. 

For  the  treatment  of  co.sos  of  smallpox  arrangements 
have  been  made  by  the  County  Council  with  Aberdaro  for  beds  at 
tho  Pedw  Hir  Hospital, 


Disinf actj.f£n.  In  tho  main  tho  methods  used  for  any  r^-quired 

disinfection  have  been  fumigatirai  .end  spraying. 

A modern  steam  disinfector  with  tho  noceesar?/  vehicle  for  the 
removal  of  infected  clothing  anf  bod''J.ing  virculd  be  of  great  use 
in  the  disti'ict  genoi'ally.

Water  has  boon  satisfactory  in  quantity  during  tho 
year  for  those  dwellings  belov/  the  Ordnance  contour  of  500  feet, 
but  most  unsatisfactory  for  tho  majority  cf  tho  dv/ellings  above 
this  height. 


During  tho  year  the  Ccuncil  received  a repc^rt 
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from  r conoultinri  onginour.A  schomo  was  submitted  to  the  Council 
which  would  servo  tho  Rural  District  and  also  the  cintiguus 
areas  of  Kay  Urban  and  Painscastlo.lt  appears  that  this  scheme, if 
adopted  by  the  Council, v/ill  not  mature  for  a num.bor  cf  years  and 
.it  v/oul.I  be  preferable  if  seme  scheme  could  be  devised  so  as  to 
'provide  water  at  an  early  late  because  the  nood  is  pressing. 
Should  there  he  any  considerable  spell  of  dry  weather  the  need 
for  water  in  the  district  will  oe  acute. 

In  the  district  there  are  18  water  supplies  serving 
six  dwellings  or  more  by  pipes  either  into  the  dwellings  or  to 
standpipes .Of  these  IS  supplies  G are  owned  by  the  Council. 

There  are  170  supplies  serving  five  dwellings  or  less  and  60  of 
those  are  piped  supplies, the  remaining  110  being  either  from 
pui'ips  or  springs. 


Details  of  the  v/ater  supply  for  each  parish  is  given 

below, 

1 , Aberllynfi . The  quality  and  quantity  cf  the  water  in  this 

parish  has  boon  satisfactory  during  the  year, 
except  that  portion  cf  the  Lodge  sup'dy  which  is  laid  in'  the 
stream  has  bcv^n  fractured. The  Council  nov/  own  the  supply  knrwn 
as  the  Lodge  serving  the  hamlet  of  Three  Cocks. All  the  houses 
in  this  parish  have  water  pipes  inside  the  house. 

One  sample  of  v/at^r  was  sent  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  this  was  classified  as  satisfactory, 

2.3r<  nllys , There  are  two  public  sup;plies  in  this  parish. One 
of  those  is  cv/ned  by  the  V/elsh  National  Memorial 
Association  and  this  supplies  the  sanatorium  and  all  the  dwelling 
houses  c'n  the  mstate.Tho  other  supply  is  owned  by  the  Council 
and  water  is  drawn  from,  springs  under  the  Minfield  bank  and  is 
net  treated. This  supply  is  augmented  from  the  Talgarth  supply 
during  periods  of  drought , mighty  nine  dwellings  are  served  from 
this  supply. There  are  thirteen  other  supplies  in  this  parish, all 
privately  owned. 

Thro;e  samples  of  water  were  sent  for  analysis 
during  the  year; one  was  classified  as  suspicious  and  tvi/o  as 
satisfactory, 

5 . G ly ng a c h and  Usk  Valley/  portion  of  Trego^/d  and  Velindre. 

There  are  t.^n  private  supplies  in  this  area, three  are 
piped  into  four  -dwellings , none  ar^  treated  and  the  other  seven 
are  simply  running  springs  near  the  small  holdings.lt  would  not 
bo  difficult  in  this  area  to  find  sufficient  w'^ter  to  give  each 
■•welling  a piped  supply, The  distitneos  to  be  piped  would  be 
consiierable  but  this  should  not  deny  the  public  a wholesome 
supply  of  water. 

No  samples  were  suom.itted  during  fhe  year, 

4.  Hay  Fiural. 

Fifteen  houses  in  this  parish  a.re  served  with  a 
piped  supply  from  the  Council’s  supply  at  Llanigun.This  water  is 
not  truatod. There  are  21  other  supplies  in  the  parish  and  cf  those 
7 ?re  piped. One  ■bvelling  has  to  obtain  v;ater  from  a source  over 
200  7vards  av;ay. 

One  sample  was  sent  for  anal7/sis  and  this  was 
classified  as  suspicious, 

5.  Llc.no  lieu. 

There  are  15  dwellings  in  this  parish, 10  in  the 
'Uye  valley  and  5 iji  the  Usk  valley  and  all  have  a piped  supply 
laid  on  but  are  served  from  9 different  sources. 


No  oomplos  wore  subrj.itte.l  0.uring  the  year. 


Tlic  village  of  Llsuiigon  is  served  b^’-  a puolic 
v;ater  supply  owned  by  the  Council . Springs  are  collected  to  a 
service  .reservoir  but  the  water  is  not  treated. The  hamlet  of 
Ffordlais  receives  water  from  the  Llvrynfilly  ram. These  two  C 
sources  supply  8 dv;ellings  with  v/ator  laid  on  and  10  dwellings 
froi.'i  a standpipe . There  are  7 other  supnlios  in  the  parish  and 
5 of  those  are  piped. hleven  are  supplied  with  water  from  a 
considorablo  distance,?  over  150  7/ards,2  over  200  yards  and  2 
take  a supi^ly  frora  open  stroans. 

One  sample  was  submitted  from  the  village  supply 
and  th.is  was  reported  as  satisfactory  .Two  v^cre  taken  from  the 
Ffordlais  supply  and.  these  were  unsatisfactory , Seven  other  sample 
wore)  t.;.kon  and  of  these  2 wore  satis.f o.ctory  and  5 unsatisfactory. 

Sixteen  dwellings  in  this  parish  situr.ted  over 
the  500  fe.  t contour  are  badl^/  in  need  of  water  for  domestic  use 
and  the  attention  of  the  Council  is  drc.\7n  to  this. 


7.Llyswon. 

Of  the  56  dwellings  in  this  pjarish,53  have  wat^^r  laid 
on,  14  are  served  by  standpipes  and  4 are:;  served  by  pur.'ps. 

Thirty  three  dwellings  are  supplied  by  the  Council  and  this 
wat^r  is  not  treated. 

One  sample  was  submitted  for  analysis  and  this  v/as 
classified  as  suspicious. 

3. Tipton. 

T?i'..Pe  a.re  10  private  supplies  in  this  parish  and. of 
thofze,6  are  piped  suppli^.s  serving  some  11  dwellings  .No  water  is 
treated, The  other  dwellings  are  served  by  individual  pumps. One 
pump  serving  two  cottages  is  without  water  for  two  to  throe 
months  in  a dvj  year  and  the  tenants  then  carry  water  some  350 
yards , 

No  samr^loc  were  submitted  for  analysis. 


9 , Talgarth  (Wye  V allopg  S o_c t jm-n ) . 

*■  ■*"  “ There  are  3 public  supplies  in 

this  section, one  owned  oy  the  iontal  Eospital  Committee  and  two 
by  the  Council. The  larger  of  the  Council’s  supplies  serves  260 
dwellings  with  water  laid  on  and  32  from  standpipes .The  supply 
roceivod  as  an  overflow  from  the  Mental  'Rcspital  supply  is 
sand  liltorod  and  chlori natod.Tids  is  augmented  from  springs 
collecto-d  in  the  Idanoliou  parish. 

No  raw  water  samples  were  sent 
fer  analysis  but  5 somples  of  the  treated  water  wore  submitted 
and  4 of  those  v;ero  satisfactory  and  one  unsatisfactory .Three 
samples  were  sent  for  chemical  oxsjiiination  and  all  three  vi^;-ro 
satisfactory. 

The  smaller  supply  serves  the 
hamlets  of  Trevecca  and  Tredustan. Twelve  dv^ellings  have  water 
laid  on  and  3 arc  served  from  standpipes .No  samples  from  this 


source  wore  sent  for  analysis. 

As  in  other  parishes  dwellings 
above  the  500  feet  contour  are  badly  supplied  with  v/^ter. 

There  are  sor-.io  45  other  supnlio: 
of  which  12  are  pined  and  all  are  subject  to  pollution. Fight 
samples  wore  sent  for  analysis  and  all  wore  unsatisfactory. 

10.  Tal-,arth(Usk  Valley  S.jction)  , 

There  is  no  public  supply  in 

this  area. There  are  24  dwelling  houses  in  this  area  of  which 
3 havu  private  piped  suppdios  whilst  the  other  21  n.re  supplied 
by  running  springs  .Six  samples  v»'cre  s.nci.lysed  bs.cter.i,olegica.l  y 
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durinj^;  the  ^’■oar  and, of  those, 2 woro  suspicious  and  4 were 
uns  r t i s f ac  t ory . 

1 1 , Trogoyd  and  Volindr o , ( o Valley  Socti on ) . 

Of  the  118  dwollings  in  this  parish  100  have  water  laid  on 
and  G arc  sorvod  by  standpipes .All  the  supplies  are  owned  by 
private  individur Is .One  individual  supplies  water  to  o2  dwellings 
and  another  supplies  30  dwellings .The  small  holdings  above  500 
feet  are  noro  ag:iin  bally  supplied  end  the  main  supplies  in  this 
parish  are  insuf  i.  ici^nt  in  tines  of  drought  v/hilst  the  quality 
is  not  satisf acto.ry . 

Light  samples  "wore  suomitted  for  bactori  'logical  examination 
during  the  y^ar;2  wero  classified  as  suspicious  and  6 as 
unsatisfactory. 

In  conclusion  it  is  obvious  from  the  above 
description  that  all  the  water  supplies  outside  the  tovi?n  of 
Talgarth  and  the  villages  of  Bronllys,Llyswon  and  Throe  Cocks 
should  have  urgent  oiid  serious  consideration. They  are  subject 
to  pol3-ution  and  the  very  number-170  different  sourcos-nako  it 
impossiblo  to  give  them  the  individual  att«..ntion  as  frequently 
as  r ubl i c ho al t h d emc nds , 

Drainage  and  Sev^orvage. 

The  only  extemsion  to  the  Council’s  sowers 
?iado  during  the  year  v/as  to  receive  the  22  . new  houses  on  the 
Westfield  estate  at  Talgarth. 

New  sov/ers  and  sewage  disposal  w 'rks  are 
required  for  the  villages  of  Throe  Cocks ,Bronllys,Llanigcn, 

Lly s w o n , Vo  1 i ndr  o and  G- 1 a s bury . 

During  the  year  the  Council’s  Consulting 
En.ginoer  proi)csod  a scheme  for  the  village  of  Llanigon  but, in  his 
opinion  the  estimated  cost  was  so  prohibitive  that  ho  did  net 
fool  justified  in  formally  presenting  the  scheino  to  the  Council. 
Prom,  this  it  ms^y  be  assumed  that  tho  cost  in  respect  of  tho  other 
villages  ai.ght  also  be  prohibitive  and  therefore  it  seoms  that 
these  very  much  dosired  works  must  roinain  in  abeyance  until 
such  times  that  c.jsts  fall  to  an  ecoRomic  level. 

Public  Cleansing. 

There  was  no  change  in  tho  methods  adopted  for 
tho  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  in  tho  district .Refuse  is 
collected  twice  weekly  in  Talgarth, once  a week  in  Bronllys  and 
cnco  a month  in  tho  district  arc:un.d  Talgarth. Tho  refuse  is  then 
disposed  of  by  tipping. Ho  cthor  collection  is  made  in  tho 
remaindor  of  the  district.

Owing  to  the  ccmplete  cessation  cfbuilding  eporations 
during  tho  vi:ar  years  tho  housing  shortage  was  acute, The  Council 
had  under  construction  22  houses  at  Talgarth  but  none  of  those

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that  lahc'Ur  conditions  and  tho  supply  of  matorials  will  show 
somo  iinprcvonont  during  tho  coning  year  so  that  this  pressing 
nood  in  tho  district  nay  ho  alleviated,
